The  significance  of  the  academic  costume 
is  determined  especially  by  the  sleeves  and 
hoods. 

Doctors  wear  the  round  bell  sleeve;  the 
gown  is  faced  down  the  front  and  barred  on 
the  sleeves  with  black  velvet  or  color 
indicating  the  degree;  the  doctor's  hood  is 
large.  The  doctor  may  choose  to  wear  the 
gold  tassel  on  the  cap. 

Masters  wear  the  long,  closed  sleeve,  with  a 
slit  near  the  upper  part  of  the  arm;  the 
master's  hood  is  of  more  moderate  size. 

Bachelors  wear  the  long  or  pointed  sleeve. 
The  color  of  the  tassel  indicates  whether  the 
degree  is  in  the  field  of  arts  (white),  fine  arts 
(brown),  music  (pink),  or  science  (golden 
yellow) . 

Hoods  are  lined  with  the  colors  of  the 
institution  granting  the  degree,  or  with  which 
the  wearer  is  connected,  and  are  trimmed 
with  velvet  of  the  color  distinctive  of  the 
degree — for  example,  humanities  and  social 
science,  white;  philosophy,  blue;  science, 
golden  yellow;  music,  pink;  engineering, 
orange;  education,  light  blue;  business  and 
public  management,  sapphire  blue.

DOCTOR  OF  HUMANE  LETTERS 


As  national  and  international  scholarly 
discussions  of  family  life  and  religion  have  all 
too  often  dissolved  into  a  morally 
impoverished  discourse,  the  articulate  voice 
of  Mary  Ann  Glendon  has  sounded  a  clear 
call.  Her  exhaustive  work  comparing  Western 
countries'  laws  has  demonstrated  our  great 
need  to  weigh  carefully  our  sense  of  personal 
freedom  against  our  sense  of  community. 

Born  in  Dalton,  Massachusetts,  a  little  town 
in  the  western  Appalachian  Mountains,  Mary 
Ann  came  from  a  dramatic  interfaith 
marriage.  Her  mother,  Sarah  Frances 
Pomeroy,  was  a  descendant  of  early  American 
protestant  settlers  from  the  1630s.  Her  father, 
Martin  Francis  Glendon,  came  from  Irish 
Catholic  immigrants. 

Recalling  her  early  days,  she  said,  "Nestled 
together  in  the  valley,  with  low  mountains 
rising  behind  them,  my  mother's  strong  gray 
granite  church  and  my  father's  white  wooden 
church  seemed  ...  to  mark  out  the  contours 
of  the  spiritual  universe.  We  were  brought  up 
Catholic,  the  first  ones  in  my  mother's  family. 
But  they  showed  us  the  warmest  good  will  in 
helping  my  mother  raise  us." 

This  model  of  Christian  love  has  always 
remained  with  Mary  Ann.  And  from  her 
youth  she  seemed  destined  to  synthesize 
ideas  and  define  common  ground. 

Her  ability  to  combine  and  compare  ideas 
is  enhanced  by  her  mastery  of  the  written 


word,  which  had  its  genesis  in  her  early  teen 
years  when  her  father,  a  newspaper  reporter, 
involved  her  in  many  of  his  assignments.  "In 
a  sense,"  said  Mary  Ann,  "everything  I  do 
every  day  of  my  life  is  what  my  Dad  taught 
me  to  do." 

Infused  with  Christian  ideals  and  endowed 
with  academic  skills,  Mary  Ann  chose  to 
attend  the  University  of  Chicago.  While  there 
she  met  and  studied  under  Max  Rheinstein,  a 
World  War  II  German  refugee  and  renowned 
comparative  law  scholar.  Professor 
Rheinstein  himself  had  been  a  student  of 
Max  Weber,  one  of  the  founders  of  modern 
sociology.  Mary  Ann  had  studied  languages 
during  her  undergraduate  years  and  was 
encouraged  by  Max  Rheinstein  to  continue 
comparative  law  studies  after  obtaining  her 
juris  doctorate.  She  received  a  two-year 
fellowship  to  study  French  law  at  the 
University  of  Chicago  and  the  Universite 
Libre  de  Bruxelles.  Furthering  her 
connections  with  European  law,  in  1963  she 
became  a  legal  intern  for  the  European 
Economic  Community  in  Brussels.  After 
completing  graduate  work  in  comparative 
law,  Professor  Glendon  was  then  asked  by 
Max  Rheinstein  to  coauthor  a  book  with  him. 
"I  was  fortunate  that  I  had  the 
encouragement  and  example  of  such  a 
wonderful  man  as  Max  Rheinstein,"  said 
Professor  Glendon. 

From  1963  to  1968,  Mary  Ann  Glendon 
practiced  law  with  the  firm  of  Mayer,  Brown 
&  Piatt  in  Chicago.  While  there  she  became 
professionally  acquainted  with  Edward  R. 
Lev,  a  distinguished  labor  lawyer  and  one  of 
the  firm's  partners.  Mutual  respect  for  each 
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other's  legal  abilities  eventually  turned  into 
romance,  and  the  couple  married. 

As  with  her  parents,  Mary  Ann  Glendon 
has  an  interfaith  marriage.  Edward  Lev  is 
Jewish  and  he  "has  had  the  same  wonderful 
welcoming  attitude  toward  raising  our 
children  as  my  mother  had,"  said  Professor 
Glendon.  "It's  not  just  a  situation  where  one 
spouse  tolerates  the  other  spouse's  religion. 
He  went  to  mass  with  us  every  Sunday  when 
our  three  daughters  were  small." 

In  1968  Professor  Glendon  began  an 
eighteen-year  distinguished  academic  career 
at  Boston  College.  In  a  world  of  university 
scholarship  where  many  who  care  deeply 
about  family  and  religious  institutions  have 
seldom  been  taken  seriously,  Mary  Ann 
Glendon  has  come  forth  as  a  person  so 
thoughtful,  so  compassionate,  and  so  fair  to 
all  sides  of  the  debate,  that  she  has  made  a 
remarkable  contribution. 

"Her  work  is  careful  and  responsible,"  said 
one  colleague,  "and  one  has  this  high  level  of 
confidence  that  she  has  fully  considered  all 
the  arguments  against  her  own  positions.  She 
will  weigh  the  evidence  and  measure  her 
language  so  that  her  conclusions  follow  a 
complete  and  rigorous  analysis." 

One  indication  of  the  respect  her  scholarly 
work  receives  was  her  1986  appointment  as 
professor  of  law  at  Harvard.  For  several  years 
the  Harvard  law  faculty  couldn't  agree  on 
appointing  any  additional  members.  Though 
many  of  her  personal  views  differed  from 
most  of  the  faculty,  Mary  Ann  Glendon  was 
the  first  chosen  after  those  years  of  altercation. 


As  a  leader  of  the  International  Association 
of  Legal  Science  and  a  member  of  the 
International  Academy  of  Comparative  Law, 
her  work  and  that  of  her  colleagues  is 
emerging  as  an  increasingly  valuable  tool  in 
our  closely  knit  world.  And  many  emerging 
democracies  in  Eastern  Europe  are  asking 
for  advice  from  these  comparatists  to  help  in 
forming  their  constitutions  and  legal  systems 
on  the  foundation  of  democratic  principles. 

Comparative  law  is  also  becoming  a 
significant  tool  for  viewing  American  laws 
from  the  perspective  of  our  neighbors'  laws. 
Professor  Glendon 's  award-winning  book, 
Abortion  and  Divorce  in  Western  Law  (published 
by  Harvard  University  Press) ,  reveals  that  the 
extreme  individualism  of  U.S.  laws  reflects 
the  least  concern  of  all  Western  countries 
about  family  and  life.  Her  poignant 
comments  have  caused  deep  thought  on  all 
sides  of  the  debate. 

For  example,  she  has  pointed  out  that 
"only  in  America  has  a  vast  profit-making 
industry  grown  up  around  abortion,"  while 
European  communities  have  tried  to 
discourage  "the  establishment  of  specialized 
abortion  clinics." 

Yet,  Professor  Glendon  also  challenges 
un-Christian  aspects  of  the  prolife 
movement:  "Prolife  people  need  to  recognize 
that  if  you're  going  to  be  prolife  it  shouldn't 
be  with  the  view  that  life  begins  at 
conception  and  ends  at  birth."  Support  for 
the  quality  of  children's  lives  and  that  of 
single  mothers  is  significantly  better  in 
Europe  than  America,  she  says. 
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Professor  Glendon's  in-depth  analyses 
show  that  nearly  all  sides  of  the  heated, 
emotional  debate  about  abortion  are 
uncomfortable  with  the  Supreme  Court's  Roe 
vs.  Wade  decision.  She  concludes  that  besides 
getting  "the  story  wrong  .  .  .  [the  Court  also] 
foreclosed  the  possibility  of  working  out  a 
better  story"  through  the  legislative  process. 
She  recommends  that  the  judicial  system  be 
more  careful  about  closing  community 
dialogue  by  declaring  one  side  of  a  story 
unconstitutional. 

Our  laws,  comments  Professor  Glendon, 
tell  stories  about  "who  we  are,  where  we  came 
from,  and  where  we  are  going."  And  she 
warns  that  "if  you  speak  a  language  that  only 
recognizes  individual  rights,  soon  you  will 
become  a  people  who  can  only  think  of 
individual  rights"  and  not  of  families  or  of 
the  responsibilities  that  go  with  those  rights. 

Today,  Mary  Ann  Glendon  has  become  a 
leading  figure  among  a  growing  number  of 
scholars  who  are  bringing  the  unique, 
compassionate  perspective  of  women  to  the 
process  of  understanding  and  improving  our 
social  systems  and  legal  policies. 

This  compassion  comes  to  the  fore  as  she 
contrasts  other  aspects  of  family  law.  For 
example,  she  feels  that  "American  divorce 
law  in  practice  seems  to  be  saying  to  parents, 
especially  mothers,  that  it  is  not  safe  to 
devote  oneself  primarily  or  exclusively  to 
raising  children."  Professor  Glendon  asks  the 
question,  "Is  that  really  the  message  we  want 
to  communicate  through  the  law?  I  don't 
think  so.  I  think  we're  better  than  that." 

In  the  conclusion  of  her  most  recent  book, 
Professor  Glendon  summarizes  the  role  of 
the  family  in  our  heterogeneous  society: 


"However  frail  and  faltering  they  may 
currently  seem  to  be,  families  remain,  for 
most  of  us,  the  only  theater  in  which  we  can 
realize  our  full  capacity  for  good  or  evil,  joy 
or  suffering.  By  attaching  us  to  beings  and 
feelings  that  are  perishable,  families  expose 
us  to  conflict,  pain,  and  loss.  They  give  rise  to 
tension  between  love  and  duty,  reason  and 
passion,  immediate  and  long-range 
objectives,  egoism  and  altruism.  But 
relationships  between  husbands  and  wives, 
parents  and  children,  can  also  provide 
frameworks  for  resolving  such  tensions." 

Throughout  her  distinguished  career, 
Mary  Ann  Glendon  has  sounded  a  clear  call 
for  imbuing  our  laws  with  messages  of 
support,  compassion,  and  benevolence  for 
our  country's  children,  for  our  families.  As 
others  join  her  distinctive  outlook,  this 
nation's  social  policies  and  laws  can  better 
reflect  the  morality  and  charity  that  have 
traditionally  characterized  the  American 
people. 

"A  note  sounded  by  a  player  on  one 
instrument,"  says  Professor  Glendon,  "may 
draw  forth  a  corresponding  note  from 
another;  a  child  hearing  an  accordion 
outside  the  window,  may  begin  to  sing  and 
dance." 

For  her  personal  example  and  for  eloquent 
scholarship  that  builds  bridges  across  our 
nation's  cultural,  racial,  and  religious 
differences,  for  graciously  showing  us  our 
deficiencies  and  helping  us  build  upon  our 
strengths,  Brigham  Young  University  is 
pleased  to  confer  upon  Mary  Ann  Glendon 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters, 
honoris  causa.

PRESIDENTIAL 
CITATION 


Sidney  M.  and 
Veoma  H.  Horman 


In  a  world  of  analyses  and  strategies,  of 
right  and  left-brain  thinking,  Sidney  M.  and 
Veoma  Horman  remind  us  that  it  is  the  whole 
picture  that  counts.  Having  witnessed  most  of 
the  twentieth  century,  they  have  anticipated 
the  tremendous  changes  in  society  and 
caught  hold  of  opportunity  with  a  masterful 
sense  of  timing  and  balance.  And  the 
Hormans  have  shared  their  blessings  with 
others,  focusing  on  the  opportunities  of  the 
heart. 

Sid  Horman  designed  and  built  the  first 
indoor  mall,  remodeling  American  culture  as 
well  as  the  world  of  retailing.  Here  was  a  man 
who  understood  change  and  needs,  who  was 
in  tune  with  the  times.  As  our  nation  shifted 
from  an  agrarian  to  a  metropolitan  society 
following  World  War  II,  new  freedoms  were 
unfurled  by  prosperity  and  the  automobile. 
Sensitive  to  these  changes,  he  saw  Americans 
demanding  not  only  more  goods  and 
services,  but  more  convenience,  more  variety, 
and  more  excitement.  Wants  as  well  as  needs 
were  shaping  the  economy.  Sid  brought  all 
these  needs  together  and  met  them  under 
one  roof. 

The  ability  and  integrity  for  which  he  has 
been  sought  and  trusted  throughout  his  life 
began  when  Sid  was  a  boy.  Born  in  1905  in 
Tooele,  Utah,  young  Sid  was  soon  pounding 
nails  in  backboard  alongside  his  father,  an 
architect,  as  they  built  house  after  house. 
Adept  at  construction  by  age  17,  he  bought  a 
used  cement  mixer  and  was  soon  making  $50 
a  day,  completing  over  100  jobs  his  first  year 
as  a  contractor.  By  1944  the  demand  for  his 


capabilities  prompted  Sid  to  incorporate. 
Joined  by  his  four  brothers,  he  operated 
Horman  Construction,  ranking  as  Utah's 
largest  building  contractor  for  many  years. 

The  success  of  a  small  indoor  mall  built  in 
Las  Vegas,  Nevada,  over  30  years  ago  proved 
that  Sid  Horman  offered  more  than 
competence  as  a  successful  builder.  Then  he 
was  approached  to  build  the  largest  grocery 
store  in  the  United  States.  But  Sid  had  a 
better  idea,  and  he  knew  it.  Though  retailers 
criticized  him  for  his  lack  of  retailing 
knowledge,  he  faced  a  variety  of  stores 
toward  each  other  rather  than  the  street. 
Though  offered  large  sums  of  money,  he 
refused  to  allow  slot  machines  in  the  mall. 
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Sid  could  see  beyond  the  immediate;  he 
could  envision  a  better  future  and  act  with 
the  balance  of  precision  and  flexibility, 
knowledge  and  faith,  necessary  for  progress. 

Later,  while  bankers  raised  their  brows,  Sid 
gained  the  confidence  of  the  community  and 
turned  a  swamp  into  "a  monument  of  good 
judgment,"  building  the  first  mall  in  Utah, 
the  third  and  largest  mall  in  the  nation. 
Since  then  his  company  has  built  more  than 
20  malls  and  shopping  centers,  adding  to  an 
extensive  list  of  buildings  and  developments 
that  continues  to  grow.  Today  the  beautiful 
WordPerfect  complex  stands  as  one  of  the 
latest  accomplishments  of  Horman 
Construction. 

Sid  Horman  is  a  man  who  thinks  big  in 
many  ways,  and  the  dimensions  of  his  heart 
exceed  those  of  any  building.  Responding 
immediately  to  needs,  yet  expecting  nothing 
in  return,  he  has  given  freely  of  his  talents 
and  his  means  to  individuals  and  institutions. 
When  Sid  learned  that  one  of  the  many 
missionaries  he  had  supported  had  been 
called  as  a  bishop  in  Samoa  and  needed  a 
suit,  he  promptly  sent  him  one.  When  he 
learned  of  families  relocating  following 
World  War  II,  he  provided  them  with  jobs. 
Such  quiet,  caring  acts  are  common  to  Sid, 
whose  recipients  gain  with  no  loss  of 
self-esteem. 

His  unconditional  generosity  has  extended 
to  the  Church  and  its  many  interests.  Besides 
his  expert  real-estate  advice,  Sid  has  offered 
labor  and  funding  in  support  of  the  gospel  of 
which  he  bears  strong  testimony.  When 
involved  with  the  Church  welfare  program, 
he  provided  his  architectural  and  building 
skills  for  the  construction  of  many  canneries, 
storehouses,  and  Deseret  Industry  stores  in 
Utah  and  Idaho.  Other  donations  help  fund 
such  Church  interests  as  the  Tabernacle 
Choir  and  a  chapel  adjacent  to  the  David 
Whitmer  home  in  Fayette,  New  York. 

To  Sid  Horman,  Brigham  Young  University 
will  always  be  "77^BYU."  As  a  friend  of 
Ernest  Wilkinson,  he  became  involved  with 
the  support  of  BYU  and  continues  to  travel 
from  Salt  Lake  City  to  Provo  to  help  with  the 
university's  fund-raising.  He  has  given 
financial  aid  and  expertise  to  the  J.  Reuben 
Clark  Law  School  and  the  Marriott  School  of 
Management. 


Sid's  love  for  his  work  and  his  fellow  beings 
is  well  matched  by  the  love  he  has  for  Veoma 
Holmgren  Horman,  his  wife  for  over  50 
years.  While  studying  engineering  at  the 
University  of  Utah,  he  met  and  married 
Veoma,  a  woman  whose  achievements  are 
measured  not  by  square  footage,  but  by  the 
definite  marks  left  by  her  influence  and 
work.  She  taught  school  for  eight  years  and 
served  a  Church  mission  before  her  marriage 
in  1935,  graduating  from  the  University  of 
Utah  that  same  year. 

Born  in  Bear  River  City,  Utah,  Veoma,  like 
Sid,  grew  up  in  a  large  family  where  a  child 
learned  to  put  others  before  self.  Lessons  of 
responsibility  prepared  her  for  many 
challenging  years  ahead  as  a  wife  and  a 
mother  of  three  children.  Her  extensive 
Church  callings  have  further  borne  out  the 
work  and  love  only  true  compassion  knows. 
When  she  saw  the  home  of  a  mother  who 
had  suffered  a  breakdown,  Veoma  cleaned 
her  house,  arranged  for  the  care  of  her  six 
children,  and  helped  restore  the  woman's 
spirits.  As  her  daughter  observed  of  Veoma, 
"She  never  complained — she  just  did." 

Veoma's  life  exemplifies  the  wisdom  found 
in  the  words  of  her  youngest  sister:  "Genuine 
happiness  very  seldom  comes  by  accident. 
One  has  to  give  up  something  of  one's  self  to 
have  a  generosity  of  nature  that  stands  out  in 
clear  perspective."  Even  in  her  later  years, 
Veoma  finds  it  difficult  to  quit  serving  others, 
continuing  until  recently  to  work  as  a  hospital 
volunteer  and  Relief  Society  teacher. 

The  words  of  a  close  friend  beautifully 
summarize  the  lives  of  Sidney  and  Veoma 
Horman.  "Some  seek  riches  and  power  to  be 
honored  of  men.  But  they,  in  their  quiet, 
unassuming  way,  without  fanfare  or  thought 
of  recognition,  have  sought  to  excel  in  doing 
the  Lord's  work,  that  they  might  be  in  a 
position  to  bless  the  lives  of  others." 

But  recognized  they  are,  as  one  looks  upon 
the  panorama  of  treasures  they  have  given 
the  small  as  well  as  the  grand.  Clearly,  their 
outstanding  vision  of  a  world  better  served 
will  not  fade  as  posterities  share  in  the 
blessings  of  their  labors.  For  their  balance  of 
faith  and  works,  confidence  and  modesty, 
and  for  their  dedication  in  building  on 
righteous  foundations,  Brigham  Young 
University  is  pleased  to  present  Sidney  and 
Veoma  Horman  this  Presidential  Citation  and

The  significance  of  the  academic  costume 
is  determined  especially  by  the  sleeves  and 
hoods. 

Doctors  wear  the  round  bell  sleeve;  the 
gown  is  faced  down  the  front  and  barred  on 
the  sleeves  with  black  velvet  or  color 
indicating  the  degree;  the  doctor's  hood  is 
large.  The  doctor  may  choose  to  wear  the 
gold  tassel  on  the  cap. 

Masters  wear  the  long,  closed  sleeve,  with  a 
slit  near  the  upper  part  of  the  arm;  the 
master's  hood  is  of  more  moderate  size. 

Bachelors  wear  the  long  or  pointed  sleeve. 
The  color  of  the  tassel  indicates  whether  the 
degree  is  in  the  field  of  arts  (white),  fine  arts 
(brown),  music  (pink),  or  science  (golden 
yellow) . 

Hoods  are  lined  with  the  colors  of  the 
institution  granting  the  degree,  or  with  which 
the  wearer  is  connected,  and  are  trimmed 
with  velvet  of  the  color  distinctive  of  the 
degree — for  example,  humanities  and  social 
science,  white;  philosophy,  blue;  science, 
golden  yellow;  music,  pink;  engineering, 
orange;  education,  light  blue;  business  and 
public  management,  sapphire  blue.

Lorenzo  N.  and  Stella  Hoopes 

Lifetimes  of  cultivating  the  Mormon, 
agrarian  values  with  which  they  grew  up  have 
reaped  results  for  Lorenzo  N.  and  Stella 
Hoopes.  Retiring  in  1979  as  senior  vice 
president  and  director  of  Safeway  Stores,  Ren 
Hoopes  represents  the  success  produced  by 
crossing  education,  hard  work,  and  business 
acumen  with  gospel  principles.  Having 
served  as  executive  assistant  to  the  U.S. 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  now  serving  as 
president  of  the  Oakland  Temple,  he  recalls 
more  than  one  occasion  standing  by  the  side 
of  Ezra  Taft  Benson. 

Born  in  Brigham  City,  Utah,  in  1913,  Ren 
Hoopes  began  his  extensive  education  in  his 
home  state.  After  attending  Weber  College 
and  the  University  of  Utah,  he  entered  the 
business  field  and  subsequently  was  sent  by 
the  Safeway  company  to  the  Harvard 
University  Graduate  School  of  Business 
Advanced  Management  Program.  Later,  in 
1976,  he  earned  an  MBA  from  Pepperdine 
University.  A  year  earlier  Ren  received  an 
Honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  from  the  University 
of  Utah;  the  year  following  his  graduation 
he  was  awarded  an  Honorary  Doctor  of 
Humanities  from  Oklahoma  Christian 
College. 

For  Ren,  the  road  to  leadership  in  the 
largest  retail  food  store  company  in  the  world 
began  before  his  education  ended.  In  1941 
he  started  working  for  Safeway,  pausing 
twelve  years  later  to  assist  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  Ezra  Taft  Benson.  After  returning 
to  Safeway,  he  first  became  manager  of  the 
dairy  and  egg  division,  then  vice  president, 


and  subsequently  was  the  supply  operations 
manager. 

The  following  year,  in  1972,  Ren  was 
chosen  senior  vice  president  and  a  member 
of  the  board  of  directors  of  Safeway  Stores, 
Incorporated — two  positions  he  held  until 
his  retirement  in  1979.  The  year  before  his 
retirement  he  helped  to  bring  the  retail 
grocery  stores  to  Saudi  Arabia,  adding  to 
the  growing  list  of  Safeway 's  international 
customers. 

Ren  served  as  bishop  on  two  occasions  and 
as  president  of  the  Oakland  California  Stake 
of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  beginning  in  1972.  He  retired  from  his

company  to  serve  a  three-year  assignment  as 
president  of  the  England  Bristol  Mission, 
causing  him  to  trade  one  busy  agenda  for 
another.  As  effective  in  the  Church  as  he  was 
in  business,  Ren  was  thereafter  called  to  the 
Oakland  Temple,  where  he  served  as  a 
counselor  for  two  years  and  then  as  president 
since  1985. 

Aware  of  the  sources  of  productive  living, 
Ren  Hoopes  has  also  dedicated  himself  to 
educational  and  civic  service.  Besides  serving 
many  agricultural  interests,  he  has  led  several 
educational  boards  and  councils  for  the  state 
of  California.  He  has  been  the  chairman  of 
the  National  Advisory  Council  for  the 
University  of  Utah  and  for  Brigham  Young 
University's  Graduate  School  of 
Management.  In  1974  he  received  the  Jesse 
M.  Knight  Industrial  Citizenship  Award  at 
BYU.  Ren  and  his  wife,  Stella,  have  given 
assistance  in  fund-raising  for  BYU  and  have 
been  generous  donors  themselves. 

Working  in  the  retail  food  business  provided 
more  than  career  opportunities  for  Ren 
Hoopes.  While  employed  part-time  for  the 
Utah  Poultry  Producers  Association  during 
his  college  years,  he  met  Stella  Sorensen,  the 
attractive  manager  of  the  comptometer 
department.  After  their  marriage  in  1938, 


Ren  and  Stella  were  blessed  with  two 
children,  David  Craig  and  Janet,  both  of 
whom  attended  BYU.  They  also  have  seven 
grandchildren.  Throughout  their  long, 
energetic  lives  they  have  always  enjoyed  and 
supported  each  other  as  a  team. 

Stella  Hoopes  served  with  her  husband 
while  he  was  president  of  the  England  Bristol 
Mission.  She  has  been  a  volunteer  and  an 
ordinance  worker  in  the  Oakland  Temple 
since  its  dedication  in  1965,  serving  as 
matron  of  the  temple  when  her  husband 
became  temple  president  in  1985. 

Born  in  Utah  and  educated  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  Stella  has  been  active  in  the  Church 
throughout  her  life,  teaching  and  presiding 
in  the  Relief  Society  and  the  Mutual 
Improvement  Association.  She  is  the 
recipient  of  the  Golden  Gleaner  Award.  She 
is  also  active  in  civic  and  literary  groups  in 
the  Oakland,  California,  area. 

For  their  dedication  in  converting 
righteous  teachings  into  visible  examples  and 
principles  into  productivity,  and  for  sharing 
the  bounty  of  their  faith  and  hard  work, 
Brigham  Young  University  is  pleased  to 
present  Lorenzo  and  Stella  Hoopes  this 
Presidential  Citation  and  Medallion. 


Commencement  Speaker 


Martin  B.  Hickman 


The  credentials  of  Martin  B.  Hickman 
validate  the  credibility  of  his  words  as  he 
speaks  of  our  nation  and  our  world.  As  a 
professor  of  political  science,  dean  of  a 
college,  and  director  of  the  Jerusalem  Center, 
Dr.  Hickman  has  successfully  combined 
teaching  excellence,  scholarly  productivity, 
and  administrative  skill. 

For  the  past  twenty-three  years,  he  has 
championed  students  and  faculty  at  Brigham 
Young  University.  As  a  teacher  with  the  heart 
of  a  student,  Professor  Hickman  has 
immersed  himself  in  academics;  as  a  dean, 
he  maintained  a  strong  rapport  with  his 
colleagues. 

Before  his  BYU  career,  Martin  Hickman 
earned  a  doctorate  from  the  University  of 
Utah  as  well  as  a  master  of  public 
administration  degree  from  Harvard 
University.  Six  years  in  the  American  foreign 
service  took  him  to  Hamburg,  Germany,  as 
well  as  Hong  Kong,  serving  in  both  areas  as 
a  consul  and  economic  officer  for  the  U.S. 
Department  of  State.  He  also  served  as  the 
German  area  specialist  at  Harvard  University 
and  the  Eastern  Affairs  Section  economic 
officer  of  the  U.S.  Mission  in  Berlin. 

Dr.  Hickman  then  returned  to  the  world 
of  academics,  teaching  international 
relations  at  the  University  of  Southern 
California.  Moving  to  Brigham  Young 
University,  he  continued  teaching 
international  relations,  eventually  shifting  to 
his  favorite  subject — constitutional  law.  He 
developed  the  "American  Heritage"  course, 
including  a  syllabus  and  text  that  would  open 
constitutional,  economical,  and  historical 
views  of  the  nation  to  students  of  all 
disciplines. 

In  step  with  an  expanding  world  Church, 
Martin  has  helped  shape  BYU's  international 
programs  and  study  of  world  affairs.  In 


addition  to  being  a  director  of  the  BYU 
Jerusalem  Center  for  Near  Eastern  Studies, 
he  was  involved  with  the  founding  of  the 
prestigious  David  M.  Kennedy  Center  for 
International  Studies.  He  also  wrote  a 
biography  of  Kennedy,  who  served  as 
secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  special 
representative  of  the  First  Presidency  of 
the  Church. 

Dr.  Hickman  is  keenly  aware  of  the 
interests  of  the  faculty,  and  his  efforts  have 
resulted  in  many  improved  university/ 
department  policies.  A  dean  for  17  years,  he 
integrated  two  colleges  into  one,  which  is 
now  known  as  the  College  of  Family,  Home, 
and  Social  Sciences.  As  one  colleague  said, 
"Dean  Hickman  was  a  faculty  members' 
dean."  And,  as  "one  of  the  most  popular 
deans  to  have  ever  served  on  the  BYU 
campus,"  Martin  Hickman  was  also  a 
students'  dean.
